Report  to  the  Listener 


As  you  read  this,  we  will  be  approaching 
or  somewhat  past  the  midway  point  in  our 
Fall  Fund  Drive.    As  I  am  writing,  we  are 
about  to  begin.    This  effort  is  in  some  ways 
a  repeat  of  the  past  and  an  extension  into 
the  future.    Our  commitment  to  listener 
sponsorship  as  the  fundamental  support  for 
KPFK  is  made  living  during  a  fund  drive. 
The  majority  of  Public  Broadcasting  does 
not  share  this  commitment.    Only  8.8% 
of  Public  Radio's  support  comes  from  list- 


eners, while  KPFK's  listeners  provide  80% 
of  our  funding.    While  we  reach  out  to  bring 
in  more  community  support  off  the  air 
through  community  events,  theater  parties 
and  the  like,  fundraising  on  the  air  provides 
a  large  part  of  our  income.    This  is  as  it  should 
be.    We  hope  to  limit  and  re-arrange  in  more 
enjoyable  and  more  meaningful  ways  our  on- 
the-air  communication  about  the  need  for 
support,  the  basic  communication  between 
you  and  KPFK  must  take  place  on  the  air. 


When  is  a  studio  not  a  studio?  We've  been  hard  at  work  on  Studios  B  and  C,  finally  putting  in  an  improvement  that  should 
have  been  done  when  they  built  the  building:  the  lowering  of  the  glass  windows.   Up  til  now,  if  the  air  person  wanted  to  see 
the  engineer,  or  vice  versa,  somebody  had  to  stand  up.  The  windows  will  now  be  at  eye  level,  and  we  all  wonder  what  has  ta- 
ken us  so  long!  Photo  by  Laura  Ewlg. 
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We  are  hoping  that  this  Drive  will  begin  a 
transformation.    There  will  be  a    lot  of 
familiar  themes,  for  the  traditions  of  Pac- 
ifica  are  powerful  and  important,  but  you 
will  also  hear  a  new  optimism  and  confid- 
ence.   We  are  not  beggin,  we  are  informing. 
Fundraising  in  the  best  of  times  will  educate 
those  who  listen  about  the  history  of  Pacifica 
and  KPFK  (30  years  and  20  years  respective- 
ly in  1979),  and  build  a  deep  understanding 
of  the  role  of  the  media,  commercial  and  non- 
commercial within  modern  culture  and  poli- 
tics.   These  are  controversial  questions  them- 
selves, and  well  worth  the  time  we  will  take 
to  discuss  them.   We  are  about  raising  money, 
but   we  are  also  about  building  community 
support  of  an  intellectual  and  emotional 
character.    We  want  you  to  know  what 
motivates  us  to  be  here,  we  want  to  broad- 
en the  discussion  of  the  proper  place  for 
Pacifica  within  the  influential  world  of 
broadcasting  and  journalism,  as  well  as 
in  the  Southern  California  community. 

We  also  carry  the  concern  in  this  Fund  Drive, 
that  the  FCC  may  limit  the  right  of  non- 
commercial radio  to  on-the-air  fundraising. 
There  are  presently  new  rules  under  consid- 
eration that  would  limit  our  efforts  to  less 
than  half  of  what  we  do  now.    Whatever 
your  opinion  about  the  wisdom  of  our  on- 
the-air  efforts,  I  think  you  will  agree  that 
government  regulation  in  this  area  is  repug- 
nant.   And  I  contend  dangerous  to  our  bas- 
ic existence  as  a  community  station.    The 
FCC  is  taking  comments  from  the  public 
through  January  of  next  year  and  we  hope 
that  the  rules  will  not  be  adopted.    Pacifica 


will  be  programming  on  the  subject  in  the 
months  to  come. 

So  we  stand  here  in  the  middle  of  a  fund 
drive,  with  one  foot  in  the  traditions  of 
Pacifica,  leaning  ahead  to  face  the  new 
challenges  of  the  I980's.   We  feel  ready, 
and  with  your  support  will  make  KPFK 
a  more  vigorous  embodiment  of  the  Pac- 
ifica ideals. 


MUSIC  DEPARTMENT  CHANGES 

After  three  months  of  service.  Music  Direc- 
tor Robert  Frazier  has  resigned  in  order  to 
focus  his  attention  on  live  music  programming 
and  the  development  of  a  KPFK  Concert  Jazz 
Band.    We  have  re-organized  the  Department 
and  Carl  Stone  will  be  Acting  Music  Direc- 
tor.   The  direction  of  KPFK's  Music  Depart- 
ment remains  to  increase  live  music  perform- 
ance   broadcasts,  broaden  our  programming 
into  jazz  and  other  contemporary  art  music, 
create  greater  educational  content  in  our 
music  programming  and  improve  the  offer- 
ings of  world  music,  in  traditional  and 
classical  forms. 

Bob  Frazier's  contribution  in  his  short  term 
as  Director  was  considerable  in  beginning  in 
that  direction,  and  his  continued  service  in 
the  areas  of  programming  most  dear  to  him 
will  assure  overall  success  for  KPFK  .

We  haven't  seen  "Slow  Dancing  In  the  Big  City,"  so  we'll 
repeat  a  few  tidbits  from  the  studio's  production  notes. 

Speaking  of  the  original  script,  we  are  told:  "the  screenplay 
had  clearly  been  written  by  someone  who  did  not  write  mo- 
vies professionally,  but  that  was  indeed  an  integral  part  of 
its  appeal.  It  was  an  old-fashioned  love  story  between  a  sur- 
face-tough newspaper  columnist  and  a  strikingly  beautiful 
modern  dancer,  and  it  completely  avoided  the    almost  obli- 
gatory sex  and  violence  scenes  all  too  common  in  most  con- 
temporary movies."

It 
has  all  the  down-sides,  but  it  has  all  the  up-sides,  too.'  "

dence, and  a  love  of  literature.

In  November  1977,  Wilfred  Burchett,  international  correspon- 
dant  for  the  radical  Guardian  newspaper  in  New  York,  was 
for  the  first  time  permitted  to  enter  the  United  States  under 
the  Carter  Administration's  policy  of  loosening  restrictions 
against  visits  by  leftists.  Burchett  has  for  thirty-eight  years 
covered  wars,  struggles  for  liberation,  peace  conferences  and 
so  on.  During  his  visit  to  the  United  States,  Burchett  visited 
Pacifica  station  KPFA  in  Berkeley,  and  talked  for  more  than 
three  hours  with  KPFA  News  Director  Alan  Snitow  and  Paci- 
fica foreighn  affairs  analyst  Robert  Manning.  The  conversation 
over  wine  and  bourbon  covered  Burchett's  career  and  the 
changes  in  the  world  balance  of  power  during  the  past  four 
decades. 

The  program  is  segmented  into  5  parts  according  to  the  geo- 
graphy and  era  being  discussed. 

Part  I:  Burchett  describes  his  experiences  at  the  beginning  of 
his  career,  during  World  War  II  in  China,  and  then  in  Korea 
(43  minutes). 

Part  II:  A  fascinating  description  of  what  Burchett  saw  when 
he  went  to  Hiroshima  less  than  a  month  after  the  bomb  (16'). 

Part  III:  Burchett's  coverage  of  the  war  in  Southeast  Asia. 
He  talks  about  his  meetings  with  Ho  Chi  Minh  and  other 
Vietnamese  leaders  and  describes  his  experiences  during  the 
war  (48'). 

Part  IV:  Burchett  describes  developments  that  he  has  seen  in 
Southern  Africa  during  his  trips  there  (31 '). 

Part  V:  Burchett  discusses  developments  in  Europe,  in  parti- 
cular Eurocommunism  and  the  Captain's  Coup  in  Portugal 
(1  hour  45').

blance  of  life:  Mackinlay  Kantor  in  Andersonville,  John  Dos 
Passes  in  U.S.A.,  Kenneth  Roberts  in  Northwest  Passage  or 
Rabble  in  Arms,  Stephen  Vincent  Benet  in  John  Brown's 
Body. 

But  I  cannot  recall-even  in  the  works  of  Whitman  or  William 
Carlos  Williams— so  ambitious  and  evocative  a  mosaic  of  the 
whole  sweep  of  the  American  experience  as  Sanford's. 

He  has  written-indeed  sung  might  be  the  better  verb-with 
astonishing  mimesis  and  in  supple,  unsparing  language  an  ex- 
traordinary succession  of  testimonies  and  impressions,  enter- 
ing the  evidence  of  the  celebrated  and  the  obscure,  from  Lief 
Ericson  to  Ezra  Pound,  projecting  actions  and  events,  even 
artifacts  and   settings,  adding  up  to  a  Kaddish,  a  memorial 
prayer  not  only  for  the  individual  dead,  the  victims  and  the 
victimizers,  the  greedy  and  the  generous,  the  failures  of  suc- 
cess and  the  successful  failures,  the  hollow  men  and  the  solid, 
the  nameless  and  the  famous,  but  also  for  the  national  past, 
fashioned  by  "a  headlong  race"  out  of  hopes  and  dreams,  wars 
and  strikes,  ideals  and  cunning,  injustice  and  hopes  of  a  better 
life. 

I  do  not  suggest  that  formal  history  is  devoid  of  such  power 
to  evoke.  In  the  best  of  histories,  it  is  present,  part  of  the 
art  of  historical  writing. 

What  Sanford  has  written  is  not  an  historical  novel  but  history 
as  a  novel,  not  with  a  license  to  fictionalize  but  with  a  com- 
pulsion to  see  it  from  within,  from  below,  to  fill  out  the  voids. 


When  he  subtitles  the  work  as  "personal  history,"  it  is  precise- 
ly because  he  has  made  this  desire  to  understand  his  own. 

Always  there  is  a  hard  seed  of  truth,  a  line  from  a  diary  or  a 
journal,  a  famous  document,  a  folk-saying,  an  advertisement 
which  blossoms  into  a  fugue,  a  sketch,  a  poem. 

John  Cotton  to  Anne  Hutchinson:  "Sister,  doe  not  shut  your 
Eyes  agaynst  the  Truth.  The  Soule  is  immortall  "  Whatever 
his  righteousness,  his  arrogance  on  earth,  the  Rev.  Cotton  be- 
lieved: "He  was  old  now  and  death  was  near:  the  wind  was 
on  the  way.  He  could  hear  it  among  the  trees,  and  it  made 
the  grass  seem  to  flow,  and  it  put  a  fleeting  mar  on  the  finish 
of  a  stream.  It  was  on  the  way,  the  wind,  and  when  it  came, 
and  blew  on  him,  he  would  die  and  start  to  live.  He  was  close 
now,  he  knew,  to  the  door  that  opens  once.  .  .  ." 

Whether  it  is  Franklin  Roosevelt  dying  in  the  presence  of  the 
woman  he  secretly  loved,  or  a  sketch  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  ("In 
his  early  pictures,  you  lost  the  person  and  saw  the  clothes, 
wrinkled,  dusty,  and  doubtless  stained,  and  after  a  while,  you 
came  to  know  the  man  too  was  in  need  of  pressing.  ...  He 
lived  a  four-year  life,  the  length  of  the  war.  .  .  ."),  or  Richard 
King,  founder  of  an  imperial  cattle  ranch,  or  J. P.  Morgan,  a- 
voiding  the  army  in  the  Civil  War,  or  Leo  Frank  lynched  in 
Georgia,  or  Albert  Einstein,  or  an  obscure  Jewish  immigrant 
at  Ellis  Island,  we  see  them  in  the  clarity  of  a  Brady  photo- 
graph or  the  ratchety  movement  of  an  old  newsreel. 

They  all  emerge  for  their  moments— Washington  and  Lincoln, 
not  only  the  public  figures  but  the  private,  complete  with 
doubts  and  despair,  the  young  black  schoolboy  valedictorian 
of  P.S.  604  in  1922,  the  victims  of  the  Triangle  Factory  Fire 
("Girls  they  were,  but  birds  they  seemed  to  be,  perched  there 
on  the  window  ledges,  10  stories  up  from  the  street."),  police- 
men, radicals,  slaves,  the  Chinese  in  steerage,  John  Coxey,  Judge 
Webster  Thayer,  Willa  Cather.  And  all  are  caught  in  words 
which  match  them. 

Sinclair  Lewis:  "What  with  those  starveling  eyes  of  his  and 
that  pocked  and  pustuled  face,  he  looked  like  one  of  God's 
ill-used.  His  hair  was  a  red  confusion  and  his  head  a  skull  in 
skin.  ...  He  was  a  lout,  graceless  and  loud.  ...  It  took  that 
kind,  though,  raw,  half-smart,  and  cock-a-hoop  to  grasp  that 
his  country  was  the  same.  .  .  .  They're  in  his  books,  the  small- 


town boosters,  the  Vere  de  Veres  of  the  barbershop,  the  pool- 
hall  sloganeers;  he's  got  them  pegged  there,  the  joiners,  the 
persecutors,  the  enemies  of  the  strange;  they're  in  print  now, 
the  prim  profane,  the  tellers  of  salty  stories,  the  spiders  in 
their  stories-they're  known  and  they  bear  his  name." 

You  might  not  think  it  possible  that  Sanford  could  capture 
within  the  compass  of  a  single,  not  overly  long  book,  so  much 
of  what  America  was  and  is-for  him. 

Yet  he  does,  and  the  reason  lies  in  the  poetic  act  of  compres- 
sion and  selection.  It  is  not  the  whole  story-that  is  precisely 
the  point  of  the  book.  It  must  stir  us  to  a  similar  personal 
possession  of  our  history,  to  give  our  imagination  to  it,  our 
values  and  our  questions,  indeed  our  whole  humanity,  and 
to  add  our  own  individual  stories  to  that  vast  chronicle.

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THE  COMPUTER 

Our  computer  is  located  in  Berkeley,  which  saves  us  a 
lot  of  money  but  which  is  inconvenient.    We  send  subscrip- 
tions information  to  the  computer  twice  a  month.    Around 
the  middle  of  the  month  we  do  the  regular  Folio  label  run 
which  returns  the  Folio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  Income  statements  a  few  days  later.    The  following 
week  we  do  a  "catch  up"  Folio  label  run  for  payments 
received  late  or  for  corrections  processed  after  the  regular 
run. 

Your  payment  may  not  go  into  the  computer  as 
quickly  as  you  might  think  because:  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  at  the  Terminal  Annex  Post  Office  in  Los  Angeles, 
then  they  go  to  the  bank  and  the  bank  processes  the  pay- 
ments and  sends  them  to  us— through  the  mail.    This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week  from  the  time  you 
send  your  payment.    So,  if  you  send  your  check  around 
the  8th  of  the  month,  there's  a  good  chance  you  should 
receive  the  Folio  for  the  following  month  and  you'll  also 
avoid  duplicate  billing,  which  has  been  the  scourge  of  our 
subscriptions  system. 

BILL  PAYMENT 

Always  send  a  bill  with  your  check!    A  $15  payment 
received  without  a  bill  or  renewal  notice  might  be  credited 
as  a  Film  Club  payment,  a  straight  donation  to  the  station 
or  the  Expansion  Fund.    If  you  send  a  check  in  for  a 
pledge  payment  without  a  bill,  you  might  be  credited  for 
a  new  subscription  and  still  be  billed  for  your  original 
pledge.    Likewise,  if  you  send  a  payment  for  a  subscription 
renewal  on  a  company  check  without  a  renewal  notice, 
you're  likely  to  receive  a  new  subscription  at  your  com- 
pany address  and  still  receive  a  renewal  notice  for  your 
original  subscription.    So  always  be  sure  to  refer  to  your 
account  by  the  name  on  the  account  and  the  address  at 
which  you  receive  your  Folio. 

FIRST  CLASS  FOLIO  MAILING 

The  Folio  goes  out  by  2nd  Class  man,  anu  shonfd 
take  2-5  days  to  get  most  places.    Theoretically,  2nd  Class 
gets  better  handling  than  our  old  non-profit  permit,  but 
our  experience  with  the  Post  Office  defies  theory.    First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  $5  extra  per  year  (pro-rate 
at  50cents  per  month  for  current  subscriptions).    This  is 
often  the  answer  for  slow  mailing  areas  like  Goleta,  Santa 
Barbara,  Leucadia,  Simi  Valley  or  Pearblossom— to  name  just 
a  few.    If  you  live  in  an  area  that  gets  relatively  prompt 
service  but  want  the  Folio  well  before  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  then  you  might  want  your  Folio  by  1st  Class. 

I  DIDN'T  GET  MY  FOLIO 

The  Folio  is  mailed  around  the  20th  of  the  month.    If 
you  have  not  received  your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the  month: 
(1)  check  your  subscription  expiration  date  on  the  previous 
Folio  label  (upper  right  hand  corner  of  label).    (2)  Make 
sure  you  haven't  moved  without  notifying  us.    (3)  If  you 
haven't  moved  and  are  currently  enrolled  as  a  subscriber, 
contact  your  local  postmaster  about  delivery.    (4)  send  us 
a  previous  Folio  label  with  an  explanatory  note  or  call  for 
a  new  Folio  to  be  sent  to  you. 


MOVING-ADDRESS  CHANGES 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be  forwarded  unless 
you  request  2nd  class  forwarding  from  the  Post  Office.    The 
best  way  to  expedite  an  address  change  and  assure  continued 
receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  call  the  station  and  ask  for  subscrip- 
tions or  leave  your  name,  old  zipcode,  and  new  address  with 
the  switchboard.    There  Is  an  address  change  form  on  the 
back  page  of  the  Folio  that  can  be  used  also.    Whenever  you 
do  an  address  change  with  us,  always  include  your  account 
number  at  the  top  of  your  Folio  label— that  will  insure 
Instant  handling.    Address  changes  returned  to  us  by  the 
Post  Office  cost  us  25  cents  apiece  and  frequently  take  a 
month  to  be  returned  to  us. 

PRISONER  SUBSCRIPTIONS 

KPFK  seends  free  to  any  prisoner,  upon  request,  the 
Folio. 

CASSETTE  FOLIOS  FOR  THE  PRINT  HANDICAPPED 

The  Folio  is  available  on  cassette  (returnable)  to  all 
print  handicapped  subscribers.    If  you  would  like  to 
receive  the  Folio  in  this  form,  please  tear  off  the  address 
label  on  the  back  of  the  Folio  and  send  it  along  with 
a  note  (or  you  may  call).    Within  two  months,  you  will 
be  receiving  your  complete  program  guide  on  cassette.    The 
cassettes  are  returned  to  us  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

EXCHANGE  MAILING  LISTS 

KPFK  never  sells  Its  mailing  list,  but  on  occasion  ex- 
changes lists  for  promotional  purposes  with  other  organiza- 
tions of  common  interest  with  us  and  our  subscribers  (Chan- 
nel 28,  Ralph  Nader,  ACLU,  etc).    If  you  don't  want  to  be 
on  exchange  mailing  lists,  send  your  Folio  label  to  the 
Subscriptions  Department  and  ask  for  an  "NJ"  code. 
Your  name  will  then  be  automatically  removed  from  all 
mailings  except  for  the  Folio  and  renewal  letters.
